Russian  and  Fowler  Students 


On  October  eighteenth  a century  old 
connection  between  the  Soviet  Union  and 
the  town  of  Maynard  was  re-established 
when  nineteen  students  and  faculty  from  a 
Moscow  Vocational  School  visited  the 
high  school.
